In the Field Husbandry 
Department at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College the ravages of this pcat 
have been studied In zach of forty 
varieties of winter wheat. The estt- 
mated average percentage of plants 
containing Hessian fly was 3 in 1920, 
26 {m-1921, 7 in 1922, and 15 in 
193 The susceptibility of the dif- 
ferent varieties varies considerably. 
The Imperial Amber, 0.A.C. No. 104, 
Dawson's Golden Chaff, and Red 
Rock were ‘below the average, and 
the Early Red Clawson, Kanred, Gold 
Coin or -No. 6, and Early Genesee 
Giant were above the average for in- 
feasted plants In the last four years, 
the percentage being 4 for the first 
and 22 for the last of the above nam- 
ed varieties.

The new plant; situated at the 
‘corner of Everett and Moira streets 
is, jn the first place, opersted elee- 
ttidily, tio" electric motors 
sopplyinse the“power for the equip- 
ment as well as operating the venti 
lating. system for the drying room. 
The solvent, used in the cleaning 
process, is housed outside the build 
ing. contrived in two underground 
tariks each with a capacity of’ about 
120 gallony to begin with. “The re 
quired amount ix pumped (electric- 
ally) from one of these tanks into 
the washer. The clothes’ to be 
cleaned, are then immersed in the 
solvent’ in the “washer, which is ro- 
tated ‘first in one direction then re- 
versed. This, the cleating process, 
contitues ‘until! the 
thoroughly cleaned;and this means 
cleaned. 

Rat’ how is it known when the 
clothes are throughly cleated, you 
ask? Quite simple. As the washer 
revolves thereis-a continual ~ flow 
system, the solvent in the rotary tub 
being automatically changed and 
cleaned before it reenters the wash- 
er. For this purpose, a. machine 
kriown as a multiple clarifier is used 
which, is similar ‘in operation to a

An interesting feature noticed, 
and which was explaited by Mr. 
Hutchinson, to be a type of xeccnt 
favention was 2 chemical purificr, | 
which, when’ necessary, purified the 
solvent. and left it» in its original 
state. At the base of this tank, Io 
cated inside the builcing. is a fus- 
ible link, which, in cace of fire, 
would open the valve of the tank 
and allow the solvent to flow- back 
into its tank outside, thus prevent- 
ing a possible explosion in the 
building.

NEWSPRINT ‘INDUSTRY 
IS FEELING GOOD TIMES 


In view of the wide interest in 
the newsprint situation it is inter- 
esting to observe from reports just 
published by the Newsprint Services 
Bureau of New York that although 
production from Canadian mills in 
October . was the largest for any 
month in history, demand was suffi- 
cient to make it necessary for mills 
to ship a larger quentity thah ~was 
produced. In United States, also, 
although volume of manufactures is 
not increasing, mill shipments were 
zgain greater than production. 

These facts lend strength to the 
understanding that an immediate 
market has already been found for 
the increased Canadian output and 
that practically all of the contem-} 
pleted output for 1926 has already 
been satisfactorily disposed of. 
‘This increased demand is due to 
several factors, principal among 
which are, the falling off in imports 
from Europe, due to increasing de- 
mand_on that continent, cecondly, to 
| the normal increase in United Stat- 
es cpnsumption, and thirdly, to the 
jbroadening of Canadian markets to 
finclude substantial amounts to 
iSouth America and Australia, said 
to amount to 30,000 tons to the for- 
[tee and 40,000 tons to the latter.
